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Fire  Commissioners'  Report 


Eleven  years  have  past  since  the  organization  of  the 
Danbury  Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  at  the  closing- 
of  the  year  1957,  the  Commissioners  and  Chief  of  the  De- 
partment wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation to  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Danbury,  officers 
and  members  of  the  Department  and  all  committees  that 
served  to  help  maintain  and  support  the  Fire  Department. 

Last  year  we  asked  you  good  people  to  help  support 
us  by  voting-  a  total  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00),  which  you  did  very  generously.  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($500.00)  of  this  money  was  used  for  op- 
erating expenses  and  the  remaining  Five  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($500.00)  was  used  to  purchase  new  hose.  We  pur- 
chased through  Henry  Mallek  of  Franklin,  New  Hamp- 
shire 300  feet  of  2^2"  Fire  Hose,  coupled  in  50'  lengths. 
600  ft.  test,  Dacron  Filler  Strands,  with  a  25  year  guaran- 
tee. I\lr.  Mallek  was  very  generous  in  letting  us  have 
this  hose  at  this  price  as  the  retail  price  for  300  ft.  of  hose 
is  much  more  than  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00). 

As  we  stated  in  our  last  year's  report  the  Fire  De- 
partment would  like  to  build  up  this  hose  supply  over  a 
period  of  three  years  to  give  us  enough  2^"  hose  to 
cover  some  of  the  buildings  in  town  where  we  have  such 
a  long  stretch  to  make  to  a  fire  from  a  water  supply. 
Therefore  we  have  again  put  an  Article  into  the  warrant 
asking  for  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,(X)0.(X)). 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  hose  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.(X)) 
for  operating  expenses.  We  hope  that  you  taxpayers  will 
give  this  Article  your  very  kind  and  careful  considera- 
tion. 
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Last  year  we  overhauled  the  500  gallon  pump.  Party 
costing  us  $73.08.  and  labor  was  saved  by  the  boys  in  the 
department  doing  the  overhauling  job  themselves,  thus 
sa\'ing  the  Department  money.  Also  this  year  we  had  to 
overhaul  the  Clutch  in  the  Chevrolet  Truck,  parts  cost- 
ing $18.39,  labor  saved  by  the  boys  in  the  Department 
under  the  supervision  of  Walter  Russell,  working  late  at 
night  to  put  the  truck  back  in  operating  condition. 

At  the  present  writing  we  are  faced  with  the  prob- 
lem of  overhauling  our  2^"  Gorman  Rupp  Pvmip.  This 
pump  is  used  a  lot  for  forest  and  grass  fires.  We  do  not 
have  at  this  time  a  price  for  parts,  however  when  we  do 
we  shall  endeavor  to  sa\e  as  much  as  we  can  by  doing 
the  labor  ourselves. 

The  Fire  Department's  aim  is  to  try  and  build  up  the 
standard  of  the  Department  if  possible,  so  as  to  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Again  at  the  closing  of  this  year  1957,  w^e  wish  to  re- 
mind you  good  people  again  that  in  case  of  fire  or  if  you 
need  help  do  not  hesitate  to  call  —  Porter  8-2513  and 
Porter  8-2571.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 


When  in  the  woods,  you  are  expected  to  exercise  caution 
in  the  use  of  fire  and  to  remember  that — 

IT  IS   UNLAWFUL   TO 

Throw  down  lighted  matches,  cig-arettes,  or  other 
burning  substance  from  vehicles  or  otherwise. 

Burn  brush,  rubbish,  grass  or  other  materials  when 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  without  written  per- 
mission from  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Kindle  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  on  land  of  another 
without  permission  from  the  owner  or  agent. 

Leave  an  open  fire  burning  unattended. 

Fail  to  report  a  forest  or  brush  fire  that  is  out  of 
control. 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  escape  from  control,  whether 
or  not  he  has  a  permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for  the 
costs  of  extinguishing  the  fire. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable  ma- 
terial in  or  near  woodland  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine. 

For  kindling  any  fire  without  a  permit  when  a  per- 
mit is  required  is  liable  to  a  fine. 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that 
shall  run  upon  the  land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the  owner 
all  damages  done  by  such  fire. 

GET  A   PERMIT 

Incinerators  should  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh 
screen,  and  be  on  clean  ground. 

Open  fireplaces  used  to  burn  rubbish  are  classed  as 
incinerators. 
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Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent 
its  spread,  and  never  burn  in  dry,  or  windy  weather. 

No  permits  issued  unless  incinerators  meet  the  fol- 
lov.'ing  requirements. 

1.)     Incinerator  must  consist  of  a  steel  drum  or  stone  and 
have  a  fine  wure  mesh  cover  when  in  use. 

2.)    Incinerator  to  be  situated  on  well  covered  ground  of 
gravel  or  sand  free  from  all  grass  and  brush.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Since  a  year  ago  the  Salisbury  to  Enfield  coopera- 
tive school  study  has  been  discontinued  but  a  new  and 
more  livel}^  study  is  being  made  centering  around  New 
London  and  x-Yndover.  At  this  time  the  project  looks 
like  a  fairly  favorable  way  for  Danbury  to  solve  its  en- 
tire educational  problem  although  a  very  careful  and 
thorough  study  should,  and  will,  be  made.  Even  though 
the  last  legislature  raised  the  borrowing  capacity  to 
6%  ])ermitting  Danbury  to  borrow  $59,000  the  problem 
remains  of  how  to  give  the  best  educational  offerings  to 
Danbury's  pupils  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Some  cooperative 
seems,  at  the  moment,  to  be  the  most  sensible  answer  to 
this  problem.  You  are  urged  to  participate  v.-idely  and 
actively  in  the  various  meetings  concerning  cooperative 
schools. 

Danbury  received  about  $15(X)  more  in  state  aid  this 
year  than  last  and  it  is  fairly  safe  to  say  that  the  amount 
for  next  year  will  be  about  the  same,  $6,767.01,  although 
a  decreasing  school  population  would  tend  to  lower  this 
somewhat.  At  least  the  law  has  been  changed  so  that 
such  contracts  in  amounts  received  should  now  be  a 
thing  of  the  past.  Danbury  could  well  use  considerable 
more  than  this  amount  to  good  advantage. 

Danbury  still  continues  to  pay  some  of  the  lowest 
salaries  in  the  state.  Even  though  we  have  made  an 
attempt  to  remedy  this  by  $200  raises  the  average  in- 
crease for  the  current  year  was  $267  for  the  state  as 
a  whole !  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  figures  just  re- 
leased that  the  percentage  of  the  school  budget  spent 
for  teachers'  salaries  has  actually  decreased  in  the  past 
10  years ! 

Once  again  you  are  advised  to  study  carefully  and 
in  detail  each  and  all  of  the  cooperative   studies.
